FOREWORD 


The San Francisco Art Association's Annual of this autumn season 
represents a change in the pattern of its juried exhibitions as carried on 
at the Museum during the past twenty years: a watercolor and varied 
media selection combined with the print and drawing annual, as sub- 
stitute for two smaller yearly exhibitions serving these respective fields 
of work. The intention is to concentrate public attention on a somewhat 
larger and more varied exhibition in which all the media included have 
obviously attained a comparable maturity in creative power and techni- 
cal means, without in any way relaxing standards of selection. 


The change also reflects a modification in exhibition practice and 
art production, characteristic to some degree of the country as a whole, 
but recently strongly marked locally. With emphasis on quality, — amply 
justified by the standard of work done in the area, — the tendency in 
recent years had been toward more highly selective exhibitions which 
were as a consequence smaller, and therefore failed sometimes to receive 
the attention that they deserved. Moreover, the field of selection had 
somewhat narrowed through the years for, with direct painting on a large 
scale preoccupying many artists of the region, and indeed of the country 
as a whole, the unique appeal that the watercolor had had as a rapid 
and direct expression was less productive, and drawing as distinct from 
painting, or preliminary to it, was less practiced. On the other hand, print 
making, once very strong in the area though never with a sufficiently 
large following, after languishing for a period, has recently resumed a 
vigorous development, comparable to what occurred in painting shortly 
after the War. The exhibition will itself furnish evidence of these shitts 
in interest of the artist community, so sensitively represented always in 
Art Association exhibitions by the jury elected by the artist-members. 


As usual these jurors, — honored by being elected by their fellows, 
but also burdened with the heavy responsibility of judging the works of 
their colleagues that no sincere creative worker ever accepts lightly or 
is ever completely happy to have, — labored long and earnestly to 
select the best possible exhibition of work of quality from the material 
submitted. As often happens they were disappointed by the absence of 
work that they had hoped to find — always a recurring regret for jurors 
who find that a juried show fails usually to bring out the good material 


about which they know. In contrast to the Annuals of the first few years 
of the Museum's occupancy of the present location and its specialization 
in contemporary art, the Art Association Annuals are no longer for the 
artists of the area the major avenue for getting their work before the 
public. Increasingly frequently, as the art of the region has developed, 
they have secured a place in dealers’ galleries, here and elsewhere, and 
more and more among them are invited to important exhibitions, of more 
than regional scope. The Annuals are now, therefore, only one part of 
local exhibition activity and only a part of the opportunity local artists 
have of showing their work. They still perform their valuable function for 
artists of providing a possibility to exhibit to those still unknown, as well 
as providing for the Museum one more useful review of what is going 
on in art.
